LAURIER  PROPOSAL 

MEANS  SEPARATION 


Government  Policy  Dictated  by 
Present  Expediency  —  Dr. 
Clark,  of  Red  Deer,  Speaks 
on  Liberal  Side 


OTTAWA,  Dec,  16.— The*  debate  on 
Sir  Wilfrid's  amendment  to  the  Govern- 
mtnt  .Naval  proposal  was  resumed  by 
Mr.  J.  A.  M.  Allans,  Conservative  mem- 
ber for  Brandon,  who  spoke  from  a 
front  bench  to  an  attentive  house.  At 
the  outset  he  said  that  members  in  the 
course  of  this  debate  should  eliminate 
all  things  which  belittle  the  issue.  No 
benefit  w«s  to  be  derived  from  Quoting 
of  the  word  "tnuTgiii-y."  Tin-  member 
for  Rouville  (Mr.  Demicux)  in  order  to 
arrive  at  a  conclusion  as  to  Where  he 
stands  on  tlie  question  had  gone  to 
Webster's     dictionary. 

Mr.  1-emieux  interrupted  that  he  was 
in  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  Of  the  in- 
terview given  by  the  member  for  B»*n- 
don,  In  which  he  said  th-.it  war  had 
actually  been  declared  between  Great 
Britain    and    Germans. 

"If  you  were  ill  would  you  so  to  a 
veterinary  to  see  If  you  were  sick 
enough  to  consult  a  doctor?"  retorted 
Mr.  Aikins.  "Perhaps  you  would  wait 
until  hovering  between  life  and  death 
before  calling  a  physician,"   he  added 

Dismiss  the  Vast 

Continuing,  Mr  Aikins  said  that  pre- 
ventive as  well  as  corrective  remedies 
are  sometimes  necessary,  and  this  was 
true  in  regard  to  the  naval  matter  We 
can  quite  afford  to  eliminate  what  has 
been  said  from  one  to  four  years  alio. 
The  question  at  issue  was  not  what  Mr. 
Foster  or  other  members  of  the  Gov- 
ernment had  said  in  the  past.  The 
matter  of  importance  is  what  are  their 
present  views,  and  what  are  they  going 
to    do   about    it. 

Mr.  Aikins  also  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  past  constitutional  history  of 
the  country  could  well  be  eliminated 
in  dealing  with  this  matter,  it  bavins 
no  bearing  on  the  cas*.  Canada  owes 
everything  she  has  to  the  British  Em- 
pire, Her  action  should  be  express, -d 
in  these  words:  "Her"  is  the  aid  we  of- 
fer  and    we    beg    you    to    take    it." 

Such  action  would  be  not  only  con- 
sistent hut  confirmatory  of  our  rights 
as  a  Self-governing-  nation.  The  policy 
announced  by  the  Government  is  not  a 
policy  of  permanency,  but  of  present 
expediency.  It  is  a  temporary  arrange- 
ment The  giving  of  thirty-five  millions 
to  the  Imperial  treasury  would  be  per- 
manency: but  what  Canada  proposes  to 
do  la  to  build  three  dreadnoughts. 
Should  we  ever  decide  0:1  a  Canadian 
Navy  we  would  have  these  ships  as  a 
beginning  of  a  naval  fore?.  Mr.  Aikins 
thought  that  When  It  is  considered 
what  other  nations  have  been  doing  in 
the  past  fifty  years  the  wonder  is  that 
Canada  has  not  acted  more  promptly. 
With  other  -empires  the  British  ISmpIre 
has  maintained  ax proportionate  ratio  of 
advance 

"Is  it  not  a  fart  that  the  United 
Kingdom  is  the  only  European  country 
which  is  reducing  Its  debt?"  asked  Mr. 
Lemleux." 

"That  is  not  the  point.  It  is  that  the 
British  Empire  has  not  maintained  her 
proportionate  advance,"  replied  the 
member  for  Brandon. 

Canada's   Tutwre 

Contlpulng,  Mr.  Aikins  said  Canada's 
destiny  was  not  that  she  should  be 
a  great  independent  nation  but  that  she 
should  be  the  most  powerful  nation 
within  the  greatest  empire  of  the  world. 
The  adoption  of  a  policy  which  would 
mean  that  the  Empire  could  he  at  war 
and  Canada  not  warring  would  mean 
the  destruction  of  the  Empire.  It  was 
absurd  to  presume,  as  Sir  Wilfrid  bad 
done,  that  because  battleships  have 
been  withdrawn  from  the  outer  seas  the 
Empire  Is  not  protected.  The  place  at 
present  for  the  navy  Is  in  the  North 
Sea,  confronting  the  German  Navy.  As 
to  a  permanent  policy.  It  could  not  be 
arrived  at  without  conferences  with  re-

OTTAWA,  I>ec.  16. — Sir  Kodmond 
Hoblin,  Premier  of  Manitoba,  who  is  re- 
turning from  England,  arrived  in  Ot- 
tawa today.  This  afternon  at  Kideau 
Hall  he  was  invested  with  the  Knight- 
hood hy  Mis  Royal  Highness  the  Duke 
or  Connaught.  It  was  for  that  cere- 
mony that  he  came  to  Ottawa. 

Sir  Kodmond  was  in  bad  health,  and 
is  suffering  from  a  recurrence  of  heart 
trouble,  concerning  which  he  consulted 
physicians    while    abroad. 

"1  am  far  from  being  a  well  man," 
he  remarked  today.  "The  doctors 
have  forbidden  ma  to  read  or  in  any 
way  to  excite  myself,  and  so  X  have  not 
read  anything  about  the  Government  or 
Opposition  naval  policy.  1  have,  there- 
fore no  opinion  to  express.  As  is  well 
known  I  Btand  for  a  strong  Imperial 
navy  or  anything  calculated  to  strength- 
en  the  ties  of  the  Empire.' 

Sir  Kodmond  leaves  for  home  tonight. 
Attorney-General  Campbell  was  here  to 
meet  him. 


Australian    Coal    Production 

SYDNEY,  Dec.  16. — The  Quantity  of 
coal  sent  from  the  State's  coal  mines 
at  Newcastle,  New  South  Wales,  to 
other  states  and  countries  so  far  this 
year  shows  an  increase  of  twenty-five 
por  cent  as  compared  with  the  amount 
sent  for  the  first  nine  months  of  last 
yoar.

City  Council  Puts  Necessary 
By-Law  Through  its  Vari- 
ous Stages — No  Beli  Being 
Available,  Whistle  Will  Blow 


The  old-time  custom  of  ringing  the 
Curfew  Bell  will  be  recusitated  in  Vic- 
toria. The  City  Council  has  so  decreed 
and  the  necessary  by-law  was  put 
through  Its  various  stages  last  night. 
But  the  term  "Curfew  Bell"  is  merely 
a  euphenism,  a  sort  of  holding  to  a 
poetic  idea.  There  will  be  no  bell;  no 
Chance  for  some  bold  spirit  to  cling  to 
the  tongue  and  as  he  swings  in  the  mid- 
night silence  over  the  sleeping  city  pre- 
vent the  solemn  warning  to  all  and 
sundry — that  those  beneath  the  age  of 
sixteen  years-,  — that  "curfew  shall  not 
ring  t  might."  Modern  ideas  have  knock- 
ed all   the  poetry  out  of  the  proposition. 

Victoria's  curfew'  "bell"  will  consist 
of  a  whistle.  As  the  by-law  naively 
sets  forth,  "said  whistle  to  be  sounded 
as  a  warning  continuously  for  a  period 
of  at  least  twenty  seconds  and  the  saran 
shall    be    called    the    Curfew    bell." 

Where's   the  Whlatl*? 

The  whistle  to  be  Invoked  will  be  one 
at  the  city  electric  light  plant.  Hitherto 
any  public  duty  which  could  conven- 
iently be  executed  by  a  whistle  has  fal- 
1.  n  to  the  lot  of  the  brewery  siren,  but 
it  would  be  some  Irony  if  the  time  hon- 
or d  signal  for  the  protection  of  youth 
should  be  belched  from  the  throat  of 
the   whistle   on   the   beer  factory. 

Some  discussion  arose  as  te  the  ago 
limit  under  which  all  boys  and  girls 
must  seek  home  when  the  bell  whistles 
out  finally  the  limit  was  made  "under 
the  age  or  apparent  age  of  sixteen 
years."  The  city  will  appoint  a  Cur- 
few officer  whose  duty  it  will  be  at  "or 
near"  the  hour  of  8:30  o'clock  between 
October  1  and  May  31  and  at  "or  near" 
0  o'clock  during  the  balance  of  the  year 
to  cause  the  whistle  to  sound  for  twenty 
continuous  seconds.  After  those  hours 
no  child  under  sixteen  will  be  permitted 
to  he  upon  the  streets  unless  under  pro- 
per control  or  guardianship  or  Is  there 
for  some  unavoidable  cause. 

If  found  on  the  streets  after  the  pre- 
scribed hour  the  police  shall  warn  the 
child,  and  if  after  Buch  warning  the 
child  still  remains  loitering  on  the 
street  the  constable  shall  rotnrn  the 
child  to  his  or  her  home.  Parents  who 
permit  their  child  or  children  to  break 
the  -by-law  shall  be  penalized  in  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  for  the  first  offence,  two 
dollars  for  the  second  and  five  dollars 
for  the  third  of  any  subseqt*ent  of- 
fense. 


Threaten  to  Strike 

PORT  ARTHUR,  Ont..  Dec.  19.— The 
employees  of  the  Port  Arthur  ana  Port 
William  Railway  may  go  on  strike  on 
Tuesday.  The  men  have  voted  their 
willingness  to  quit  work  If,  In  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  M.  Sinclair,  their  inter- 
national organiser,  it  is  necessary  to 
get  their  demand*  in  connection  with 
dissatisfaction  over  the  dismissals  of 
certain    employees.  The    difficulties 

were  placed  before  a  local  board  of  con- 
ciliation under  the  Industrial  Disputes 
Act,  but  a  finding  has  not  yet  been 
made  public  from  Ottawa  One  hundred 
men  are  employed,  by  the  company.

LONDON.  Dec.  1».— The  Standard  un- 
derstands   that    at    tf5*    conference    at 


"Patrick  Burns,  Calgary,"  was  a 
signature  on  the  register  of  the  Em- 
press Hotel  yesterday,  which  signified 
that  one  of  the  big  men  of  the  West 
was  in  Victoria.  Mr.  Burns,  who  is  as 
youthful  looking  as  he  was  twenty  years 
ago,  is  a  distinct  believer  in  the  future 
of  British  Columbia,  and  especially  in 
its  agricultural  and  ranching  possibili- 
ties. 

Speaking  to  The  Colonist  last  night, 
Mr.  Burns  said  that  he  was  greatly  in- 
terested in  the  development  or  the 
sheep  breeding  industry  in  this  Province 
which  had  boen  foreshadowed  hy  recent 
developments,  and  especially  by  the  ac- 
quisition of  3,000  acres  of  land  in  the 
Xaas  Valley  by  a  syndicate  interested 
in  sheep  raisins.  He  would  not  admit 
that  he  was  personally  Interested, 
though  he  did  confess  that  he  had  other 
big  Interests  In  this  Province  and  hoped 
to  make  them  greater;  but  on  the  par- 
ticular point  of  sheep  husbandry,  Mr. 
Burns  said: 

"1  am  of  the  confident  belief  that 
the  mountain  slopes  and  the  sheltered 
valleys  of  your  Province  will  give  to 
the  world  the  very  finest  class  of  graz- 
ing ground  for  sheep.  Sheep  are  differ- 
ent from  cattle.  They  can  rustle  for  a 
living  where  cattle  cannot,  but  they  need 
a  moderate  climate,  and  that  climate 
you  have.  There  is  no  reason  in  the 
world  why  this  Province  of  yours  should 
not  be  the  meat-producing  Province  of 
the  Dominion.  You  have  the  areas  for 
both  the  cattle  and  the  sheep,  and.  what 
Is  best  of  all,  you  have  the  climate. 
And  that  Is  your  greatest  asset,  al- 
though In  Using  that  expression  1  am 
not,  I  hope,  trespassing  upon  the  toes 
of  my  good  friend  '.lirn'  Cornwall,  or 
the  Poace  River  country,  because  I  be- 
lieve, with  Cornwall,  that  the  whole 
of  the  west  side  of  the  Rockies  belongs 
to  British  Columbia,  and  should  be 
used  by   British  Columbia.

TURKS  WITHDRAW 

INTO  THE  STRAITS 


LONDON,  Dec.  16.— A  naval  engage- 
ment between  the  Greek  and  Turkish 
fleets  was  fought  today  between  the 
Dardanelles    and     Jmbros    Island.  it 

lasted  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  the  dam- 
age  Is   problematical. 

The  official  reports  from  Turkish  and 
Greek  commanders  show  that  the  Turk- 
ish warships  left  the  Dardanelles  at 
8:20  o'clock  In  the  morning.  What  ships 
were  engaged  is  ndt  known  here. 

After  a  heavy  cannonading  the  Turks, 
who  throughout  had  remained  nnder  the 
protection  of  the  forts,  retired  wltnln 
the  Dardanelles.  The  Turks  say  they 
silenced  the  guns  of  the  armored  cruis- 
er Georgeo  Averoff,  but  the  Greek  ac- 
count says  only  five  men  were  wounded. 

The  whole  Greek  fleet  cruised  In  the 
vicinity  until  late  in  the  afternoon, 
when  Turkish  destroyers  appeared 
again,  but  quickly  retired,  pursued  by 
Greek   destroyers. 

The  Turkish  commander  makes  no 
mention  of  casualties,  but  says  his  ships 
sustained    np    damage.

Premier  Borden  Tells  Question- 
er That  No  Changes  Have 
Been  Made  in  Regulations — 
No  Requests  From  Firms 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  16. — A  numher  of 
questions'  of  more  or  less  Importance 
were  asked  by  the  Opposition  today. 
Mr.  Sinclair,  of  Guysboro,  wanted  to 
know  how  many  licenses  were  issued  to 
Japanese  fishermen  at  Xanaimo  during 
the  year  1  y  I  1-1-  to  carry  on  the  her- 
ring fishery  in  Canadian  waters;  how 
many  licenses  wore  Issued  ..tiring  Octo- 
ber, Novemoer  and  December,  1012,  ami 
if  the  policy  of  the  Government  with 
regard  to  the  issue  of  fishery  licenses 
in  British  Columbia  had  been  modified 
in  any  way.  lie  was  told  by  Air.  Hazen, 
n.. ulster  of  Marine  and  Kisherles,  that 
no  licenses  were  issued  except  to  Brit- 
ish subjects.  Two  licenses  were  issued 
to  British  subjects  in  1911  and  five  in 
1912.  Five  licenses  were  issued  during 
the  three  months  mentioned  by  Mr.  Sin- 
clair. The  only  change  in  the  issue  of 
licenses  was  mat  whereas  in  the  past 
licenses  were  issued  In  connection  with 
canneries  they  are  now  issued  to  any 
bona  tide  fisherman  owning  his  boat  and 
gear. 

Mr.  Wilson,  or  Baval,  asked  if  the 
International  Waterways  Commission 
had  made  an  interim  or  partial  report 
on  the  project  of  the  St.  Dawrence 
Tower  Company,  and  the  Long  Sault 
Deveb) rnent  Company,  i.or  the  con- 
struction of  a  dam  on  the  Dong  Sault 
Rapids  opposite  Cornwall,  Ont.,  an!}  if 
the  two  named  companies  were  still 
making  efforts  to  obtain  permission 
from  the  "ov  eminent  to  carry  on  these 
projects. 

Premier  Borden  replied  that  no  report 
had  been  made  with  regard  to  the  mat- 
ter by  the  commission,  that  the  present 
administration  had  no  application  from 
any  company  of  the  nature  referred  to, 
and  he  was  not  aware  that  any  such  ef- 
forts   were    being    made. 

Immigration  of  Orientals. 

Mr.  Sinclair  asked  if  the  arrange- 
ments made  by  the  late  Government 
respecting  ..to  Immigration  of  Japanese 
into  Canada  had  been  altered,  and  It 
not,  was  it  the  Intention  of  the  present 
administration    to   do   so. 

Premtosr  Borden  told  him  that  there 
were  no  new  arrangements,  and  that 
the  question  was  under  consideration. 

To  further  questions  by  Mr.  Sinclair, 
the  Premier  said  that  the  arrangements 
which  the  Daurlor  administration  had 
with  the  Imperial  Government  as  to  im- 
migration from  India  to  oanada  had  not 
been  altered,  that  there  were  no  re- 
quests made  to  the  Government  by  big 
contracting  firms  in  British  Columbia 
to  Import  Asiatic  labor,  that  no  new 
regulations  have  been  made  with  re- 
spect to  Chinese,  Hindus  or  Japanese 
coming  Into  Canada,  and  that  no  new 
restrictions  of  any  kind  had  bean  im- 
posed upon  them. 

Hon.  R.  Lemleux  said  he  had  noticed 
in  a  Quebec  paper  that  a  party  of  engi- 
neers had  left  Ottawa  to  Inspect  the 
Quebec  and  Saguenay  Railway.  This 
was  the  railroad  which  was  promoted 
by  Sir  Rodolphe  Forget.  Mr.  Lemleux 
asked  if  this  inspection  had  anything  to 
do  with  the  proposal  to  have  the  Gov- 
ernment guarantee  the  bonds  of  the 
read.

EMPIRE  FEDERATION 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  16. — Speaking-  on  the 
Xaval  Bill,  Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens,  of  Van- 
couver, said  that  the  Conservatives  de- 
manded that  the  bonds  of  sympathy 
which  had  lasted  so  long,  should  be  suc- 
ceeded by  something  more  substantial. 
Liberal  speakers  codid  go  on  and  harp 
about  "bonds  of  sympathy"  but  the 
Government  proposed  t0"  go  on  and  sup- 
ply  additional    strength 

In  1909,  Mr.  Stevens  said.  Great  Brit- 
ain made  an  effort  to  reduce  arma- 
ments, but  Germany  rfTd  not,  follow  the 
example,  and  this  year  Great  Britain 
had  been  forced  to  resume  the  struggle 
for  supremacy.  He  halted  with  delight 
the  steps  that  had  oeen  taken,  steps 
that,  he  believed,  would  lead  later  to 
Imperial  Federation.  He  repudiated  too 
charge  that  it  would  adversely  affect 
Canada's  autonomy.  There  was  more 
danger  to  the  Empire  if  it  continued  to 
lack  the  federating  principle. 

Van  Mot  Available

Sir  Edward  s 
address  was  brief,  but  full  of  sympa- 
thy and  good  wishes  for  the  success  of 
the   gathering. 

On  Heutral  Ground. 

"His    Majesty    the    King    deslrep      me; 
to    convey    to    you    bis    welcome   and      to 
express   Ills   best  wT^ies   for  trie  success 
of  your  labors,'   said  Sir  Edward. 

"You  will,  l  beSKve,  SnS'  in  this 
country  an  atmosphere  of  impartiality 
that  will  be  favorable  to  your  work, 
and  while  in  these  rooms  which  you 
occupy  will  be  really  on  neutral 
ground,  while  there  will  be  no  politics 
except  your  own. 

"There  are  difficulties  in  all  negotia- 
tions for  peace  after  a  war.  I  will  not 
attempt  to  estimate  what  they  may  be 
in  your  case.  There  have  been  no 
doubts  on  the  sTTTJect  of  full  instruc- 
tions to  each  sc!~of  delegates  from 
their  respective  governments;  but  there 
can  be  no  nobler  task  than  to  overcome 
these  difficulties,  and  to  accomplish 
poace  as  a  result  of  your  own  elTorts 
and  your  own  work.  In  this  way  you 
will  lay  foundations  on  which,  1  trust, 
will  be.  built  oy  true  wisdom  and  states- 
manship the  prosperity,  moral,  economic 
and  n/tional,  of  your  respective  coun- 
tries. 

"I    will    say    no    more   except  to    wish 
you  success  in  your  task,  and  to  assure 
you    that    you    have    the    good    will      of 
everyone    in   the   object   for   which      you1 
have   assombeld    here. 

Delegates  in  Response 

Dr,  S.  Daneff,  President  of  tha  Bul- 
garian Parliament,  replying  to  Sir  Ed- 
ward Grey,  said:  "Your  Excellency:  Our 
first  words  on  this  historic  occasion 
must  be  to  express  our  profund  urati- 
tude  for  the  hospitable  reception  which 
His  Majesty  the  King  and  the  nobis 
British  Xatlon  and  Government  havo 
extended  to  the  representatives  of  tho 
Balkan  peoples. 

"The  guiding  thought  of  all  our  ef- 
forts will  be  to  work  for  the  elaboration 
of  an  Instrument  of  concord  which  Will 
insure  for  the  Balkan  Peninsula,  so 
troubled  In  the  past,  a  durable  peace  and 
will  form  the  commencement  of  an  era 
or  tranquility  and  progress."

Petition  Approved  at  Meeting 
of  Council  Yesterday — Both 
Governments  Are  to  Be 
Asked  for  Assistance 


The  petition  by  property  owners  In 
South  Saanich,  for  the  paving  with  a 
bard  Surface  of  the  main  thoroughfares, 
was  presented  to  the  Council  at  lis 
special  meeting  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  approved.  The  clerk  reported  t.iat 
he  had  verified  the  signatures  and  that 
tin  \  represented  $i,o^o,S50  worth  of 
assessed  property,  which,  as  the  total 
assessment  for  the  Municipality  is 
$9,154,795,  is  in  -excess  of  fcbs  io  per 
cent  of  value  required  in  the  case  of 
such  a  petition   under  Section   i2:>  of  the 

Municipal    A.-t    and    section    23    of    tue 

Municipal   Amendment  Act  of  1912. 

The  petition  nraa  worded  a»  follows: 
"That  the  trunk  roads  throughout  the 
Municipality,  owing  to  the  traffic  there- 
on, are  badly  in  need  of  repair,  and  In 
your  petitioners*  judgment  the  repairs 
should  consist  of  a  permanent  pavement. 
That  your  honorable  body  would  be  sav- 
ing a  large  amount  of  money  to  the 
rate  and  taxpayers  oftho  Municipality 
by  putting  in  such  pavements  and  bor- 
rowing on  the  credit  of  the  Municipality, 
■•payable — w4frhr?~tntercst  within  -twenty 
years,  the  monies  needed  therefor.  That 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $300,000  be  so  (bor- 
rowed for  the  above  named  purposes." 
Government   Aid 

The  reevo  informed  the  Council  that 
he  had  already  approached  Hon.  Thomas 
Taylor,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  to 
arrange  for  the  reception  of  a  deputa- 
tion from  the  Council  wit?i  a  view  to 
their  learning  what  amount  of  support 
might  be  relied  on  from  the  Provincial 
Government  for  such  a  scheme,  ami 
Councillor  JdacGregor  pointed  out  that 
in  that  event  the  Government  would  be 
entitled  to  a  voice  in  deciding  what  .par- 
ticular roads  should  be  so  treated. 
There  was  no  doubt  they  had  good 
grounds  for  asking  help  from  both  the 
Provincial  and  Dominion  Governments 
in  carrying  out  such  a  measure  which 
would  benefit  so  many  people  besides 
those  living  on  the  Peninsula,  and  he 
therefore  moved  that  the  municipal  en- 
gineer be  instructed  to  supply  figures  of 
the  mileage  and  other  information  in 
regard  to  the  roads  -which  might  be  af- 
fected by  the  scheme.

Bjs    Llu.s    would   be   of   equal    value    to    the. 
whole    Municipality,    and    also      to      the 
residents  in  North  Saanich,  not  to  men- 
tion   the    motorists    who   drive   out    from 
the   city. 

Strongest   Argument 

These  latter,  so  long  as  one  good  road 
will  run  through  the  Peninsula  from 
end  to  end,  can  always  reach  It,  and 
such  a  thoroughfare  would  perhaps  be 
tl.e  strongest  argument  when  seeking  fi- 
nancial assistance  from  the  Provincial 
Government,  and  througli  them,  petition- 
ing for  a  share  of  the  highways  grant 
made  to  the  Province  by  the  Dominion 
Government.  The  farmers  right  away 
at  Keatlngs  and  the  boundary  would 
find  their  hauling  expenses  lightened, 
and  the  value  of  their  land  in  the  mar- 
ket appreciated.  The  roads,  as  the 
reeve  in  conversation  with  a  represen- 
tative of  The  Colonist  after  the  meet- 
ing pointed  out,  have  already  a  solid 
rock  foundation  on  which  concrete 
asphalt  can  be  laid  right  away,  and  it 
will  not  he  long  before  the  experimental 
stretch  being  laid  at  the  end  of  Doug- 
las Street  can  be  studied  "in  situ."

Count  Rovcntlow  writes  to  a  Berlin 
paper  to  say  that  "Canada's  Intended 
contribution  gives  the  lie  direct  to  Mr.

He   adds: 

"Germany  will  withhold  judgment  on 
the  honesty  of  Churchill's  policy  until 
the  British  estimates  for  1913  are  pub- 
lished. If  the  Firm  ti»ra'8'  pTt'Brrirnmo 
of  five  Capital  ships  includes  three 
Canadian  Dreadnoughts  his  reputation 
for  veracity  will  be  saved.  If  the  pro- 
lamine Is  eight  ships.  Churchill. 
Asquith  and  Company  will  stand  con- 
victed  as   base   deceivers." 

This  Is  a  view  of  the  case,  Which  has 
at  least  the  merit  of  novelty,  and  when 
we  find  The  Volesicna  Zeitung  say. 
ing:  "Attention  cannot  be  called  often 
enough  to  the  mighty  Instrument  for 
power  which  the  British  Empire,  and 
Britain  in  particular,  possesses  in  the 
future  fleets  of  the  daughter  Domin- 
ions." The  Impression  left  upon  the  mind 
Is  that  effect  of  Mr.  Borden's  proposal 
■will  be  very  far-reachlns.  The  Opinion 
expressed  by  Count  Hovent'.ow  is  useful 
because  It  indicates  an  appreciation  In 
Germany  of  the  meaning  of  colonial  co- 
operation in  what  we  have  called  reci- 
procal defence.  It  sjtfggests  a  new  line 
of  thought  in  international  matters. 
Hitherto  the  Governments  of  Europe 
have  not  considered  at  all  seriously  the 
part  -which  the  Overseas  Dominions 
might  be  expected  to  take  In  the  de- 
fence of  the  United  Kingdom.  Not  only 
have  their  Dominions  been  regarded  as 
negligible  in  this  respeet,  hut  they  have 
been  looked  upon  rather  as  a  source  of 
weakness.  The  forthcoming  action  of 
Canada  places  the  matter  In  a  new  light. 
The  Continental  European  Powers  now 
understand  that  tile  Mother  Country 
does  not  stand  alone  in  providing  for 
her  own  protection.  It  is  easy  to  un- 
derstand that  this  knowledge  may  not 
be  very  acceptable  to  Germany,  even  If 
we  grant  the  truth  ol  the  statement 
that  It  is  not  the  policy  of  thai  country 
to  challenge  British  naval  supremacy. 
When  Canada  throws  thirty  Bye  millions 
of  dollars  into  the  scale,  the  balance 
'of  power  is  disturbed,  not  so  much  by 
the  amount  as  by  the  principle  behind  It. 

The  remark  of  The  Vosslche  Zeitung 
Is  capable  of  several  interpretations; 
but  the  most  natural  one  seems  to  be 
that  Germany  should  consider  if  it  Is 
worth  while  to  continue  competition 
under  the  circumstances.  The  Kaiser's 
Government  will  not  need  to  be  told 
tint  the  proposed  contribution  by  no 
means  exhausts  the  limit  of  Canada's 
ability  or  willingness  to  assist  ifi  the 
defence)  of  the  United  Kingdom,  any 
mor?  than  the  gift  of  a  battleship  from 
the  Malay  States  exhausts  the  ability  on 
willingness  of  the  Asiatic  portions  of 
the  Empire.  With  the  whole  Empire 
uniting  In  a  plan  of  reciprocal  defence, 
the  position  of  the  United  Kingdom  is 
vastly  strengthened.  If  wo  should  say 
that  the  Germans  are  %oo  sagacious  a 
people  to  be  willing  to  content  against 
such  odds,  wo  would  do  them  no  In- 
justice. 

It  is  possible,  perhaps  we  may  sny 
probable,  that  the  plan  adopted  by  Mr. 
Borden  may  have  results  of  an  unex- 
pected kind.  If  the  whole  Empire  re-

The  death  of  Mr.  Whltelaw  Reid  re- 
moves from  public  life  one  of  its  most 
distinguished  participants.

As  he  began 
newspaper  life  at  a  very  early  age  and 
never  wholly  disassociated  himself  from 
It,  he  must  have  been  at  the  time  of  his 
death  the  dean  of  Journalism,  that  10 
counting  by  years  of  service.

In  1869  he  became 
editor-in-chief  of  The  New  York  Trib- 
une, then  owned  by  Horace  Greeley,  and 
on  the  death  of  mat  great  veteran  of 
the-  press.

Many  people  will  recall 
how  Charles  A.  Dana,  who  among  his

Mr.  Held  soon  showed  himself  to  be  a 
worthy  successor  of  Mr.  Greeley  and 
under  his  direction  The  Tribune  gained 
a  reputation  for  the  sober  and  conserva- 
tive trentment  of  all  public  questions. 
In  ids  post  as  Ambassador  at  the  Court 
of  St.  James,  Mr.  Reld  wry  fittingly 
represented  the  United  States  and  gain- 
ed   for   himself   an    enviable    reputation.

It  Is  futile  to 
talk  of  cheap  money,  tax  rebat.  ment, 
and  so  forth,  as  a  means  of  benefitting 
agriculture,  desirable  as  these  aids  may 
some  day  be.  With  the  great  shortage 
of  labor  existing  they  would  only  now 
be    sops    and    of    u    i  K       believe   assistance. 

It  Is  regrettable,  but  none  the  less 
true,  that  agricultural  Interests  may 
bi  and  rft'en  are  subservient  to  politics.

It  is  a  doctrine  no 
doubt  which  has  been  held  by  clergy 
and  laity  in  the  Church  of  England,, 
and  perhaps  Is  still  held  by  some  of 
them,  but  it  Is  not  the  teaching  of 
the  Church  of  England  as  a  church,  as 
Judged  by  her  formularies  and  Articles. 
Nowhere  can  such  teaching  be  found 
within  the  four  quarters  of  the  Prayer 
Book. 

The  Church  of  England  believes,  as 
..  church,  In  setting  apart  of  bishops, 
priests  and  deacons  by  the  laying  on 
of  hands  (the  laying  on  of  hands  be- 
ing a  form  of  Old  Testament  and  New 
Testament  days),  in  accordance  with 
Apostolic  practice  and  Institution  (the 
Apostles  themselves  stood  on  quite  a 
different  footing  and  authority  to  all 
other  bishops,  priests,  and  deacons,  of 
their  own  or  succeeding  daysl.  and  that 
no  man,  be  he  bishop,  priest,  or  dea- 
con, can  forgive  sins,  that  no  man  CAP 
be  mediator  between  man  and  God,  or 
between  man  and  Christ — who  is  God — 
but  that  there  Is  one  God  and  one 
mediator — one  only — between  God  and 
man,  the  man  Christ  Jesus.  I  have

Times  have  existed  when  prejudice 
and  dislike  for  the  episcopate  were 
Created,  for  example,  In  Scotland,  when

From  every  state  where  equal  suf- 
frage has  been  granted  comes  the  news 
of  social  betterment  and  moral  reform. 
The  opponents  of  woman  suffrage,  thus 
far.  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  dosen 
respectable  men  to  assert  over  their  own 
names  and  addresses  that  it  has  any  bad 
results;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  more 
than  five  hundred  organisations,  other 
than  woman  suffrage  associations,  ag- 
gregating a  membership  of  over  XS.000,- 
000,  have  officially  endorsed  woman  suf- 
frage since   its  advance  In  1904. 

If  the  women  of  Utah  have  not  yet 
succeeded  in  abolishing  polygamy,  it  Is 
because  men's  power  In  the  Government 
is  greater  than* women's ;  but  since  their 
on  f  ranch  1  semen  t  in  Utah,  the  effect 
upon  legislation  has  been  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  people;  they  have'  estab- 
lished laws  for  the  protection  of  women 
and  children,  they  have  raised  the  eec 
of  consent  and  prohibited  traffic  in 
women;  they  have  authorized  boards  of 
health  to  take  certain  steps  to  protect 
the  public  against  venereal  diseases, 
tney  have  provided  equal  pay  for  equal 
work,  and  established  many  other  good 
laws  too  numerous  to  m«itlon  here. 


What  does  the  parliamentary  session  : 
mean  to  Ottawa  from  a  financial  point 
Of  view?  It  is  hard  to  estimate,  owing 
to  the  difference  In  habits  of  the  vari- 
ous senators  and  members,  but  it  is  a 
conservative  calculation  that  very  close 
to  threer quarters  of  a  million  dollars  is 
left  in  the  capital  as  a  result  of  -each 
session  of  Parliament.  There  are  80 
senators  and  220  members  of  the  Com- 
mons, and  it  is  estimated  that,  allowing 
for  widowers  and  bachelors,  the  aver- 
age member  of  both  houses  brings  at 
least  one  member  of  his  family  with 
him.  Then  there  are  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  delegates  and  people  who  are 
looking  for  Jobs  or  other  favors,  who 
spend  at  least  ten  dollars  a  day  and 
some    of    them    very    much    more. 

The  payroll  of  the  senators  and  mem- 
bers   reaches    a    total    of    $752,500.      and 
while    a    very    high    proportion    of    them 
essay    to    save    money    there    is   a    saving 
remnant     (from     the     Ottawa     point     of 
view)    who  spend  freely  of  tlveir  own  In- 
comes   in   addition    to    their   indemnities. 
One    member    of    the    Commons    is    on 
record  as  having  stated  that,  in  the  Par- 
liament   which    was  elected   in    1904    and 
was    disoslved      in      1908      he      received 
$10,000   and   spent   at   least   $50,000;   but, 
on   the   other  hand,   there  is  a  man   who 
in    the    same    Parliament    paid    off      an 
$8,000    mortgage   with   back   interest.   He 
lived    in    a    hall    bedroom    and    had    his 
meals   at  a   cheap    restaurant   and   never 
lost  a  day,  whilst  the  other  man  rented 
a  house  and  kept  his  family  as  well  as 
a   large    staff    of    servants    and    horses. 
One  M.  P.  who  Is  familiar  with  the  po- 
sitions   of    members    of    both      Houses, 
says    that    there  are   thirteen  parliamen- 
tarians who  spend  $20,000  or  over  each 
year;  twenty  who  spend  from  $10,000  to 
$16,000;    thirty-one    who    disburse    from 
$7,000   to  $10,000;   forty   who   expend  at  ' 
the    rate    of    $5,000    to    $7,000;    forty-six 
who  live  at  a  rate  of  from    $1,500     to 
$5,000;  one  hundred  and  ten  who  do  not  i 
spend  more  than  $2,500,  Including  their 
home  expenses ;   and  forty  who  manage 
to   get    along   on    $1,000   a   year.

other   half   save:  money   out  of  it,   and  j 
many   of   them   live    the   whole   year  on 
the  sums  which   they  receive  from  the 
cashiers  of  either   the   Senate     or     the 
Commons. 

The  members  of  both     Houses     have 
the  advantage  that  they  cannot  be  gar- 
ni sheed.     There  have  been  cases  in  the 
history    of    political      life      In      Ottawa 
(happily    quite    rare)    where    men    have' 
deliberately    contracted    debts      knowing  i 
that  they  need  not  pay  unless  they  wish 
to    do   so,    but    the   average    member   of 
Parliament,   like   the  average   man   out- 
side of  Parliament,  is  honest  and  pays , 
his  way  as  he  goes.

URGES  ARTESIAN  SUPPLY 

Alderman  lumbtr  Balteves  City's  Water 

Waada  Can  Be  largely  Augmented 

7rom    Underground    Source 


That  a  valuable  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent water  supply  of  the  city  can  be  se- 
cured by  means  of  artesian  wells  Js  the 
firm  conviction  of  Alderman  H  umber, 
who,  at  last  night's  meeting  of  the  City 
Council,  urged  that  a  special  committee, 
with  Water  Commissioner  Rust,  investi- 
gate the  matter  with  a  view  to  report- 
ing  back. 

Alderman  Humber  pointed  to  the  suc- 
cess which  has  attended  the  artesian 
system  at  Sidney,  where  the  village  la 
supplied  with  pure  water  secured  from 
a  well  only  fifteen  feet  In  depth,  pro- 
ducing a  supply  of  4000  gallons  an  hour. 
The  entire  northeastern  section  of  the 
city,  and,  Indeed,  the  area  between  the 
city  and  Lost  Lake,  is  an  Immense  de- 
posit of  sand.  During  the  construction 
of  the  northeast  sewer  during  the  past 
summer  the  city  workmen  were  greatly 
Inconvenienced  by  water  flowing  from 
underground  sources  Into  the  sewer 
trench  at  a  rate  of  over  400  gallons  per 
mlnite.  Investigation  of  the  district 
through  that  direction  and  to  the  north- 
ward would  show,  he  believed,  mat 
there  Is  an  Immense  volume  of  pure 
water  underground,  which  can  be  tapped, 
and  which  will  deliver  from  100,000  to 
400,000  ^gallons  per  day  at  but  a  very 
limited  expense.  Such  an  addition  to 
the  daily  supply  would  bs  a  most  valu- 
able on*.    ■ 

Alderman  Humber'a  suggestion  was 
adopted,  and  the  committee  appointed, 
composed  of  himself  and  Aldermen 
Gleason  and  Baker  and  the  Water 
Commissioner.

.Rev.  Dr.  MacKae  then  spoke  He 
commenced  by  saying  that'  they  nil 
know  that  Dr.  Campbell  was  a  Scotch- 
man and  a  Highlander  of  the.  High 
lands.  The  blood  of  the  Campbell  clan 
coursed  through  his  veins — that  clan 
of  which  the  great  Duke  of  Argyll,  son- 
in-law  to  the  late  Queen  Voictoria  and 
uncle  to  the  present  King,  was  chief 
Dr.  Campbell  lacked  some  of  the  out- 
standing characteristics  of  that  great 
race,  but  in  compensation  for  thflf,  he 
possessed  some  of  the  best  character- 
istics of  othp.r  nations.  He  referred  to 
hlB  great  self-command.  He  had  never 
yet  seen  him  lose  his  self-control.  In 
which  respect  lie  Identified  himself  more 
with  the  lOngllshman  or  with  the  Low- 
land Scotch  than  with  the  Highlander, 
who  was  inclined  to  he  hot-tempered, 
especially  when  honor  or  dignity  were 
assailed.  His  well  known  courtesy  and 
politeness  identified  him  more  with  the 
Frenchman,  and  they  all  knew  that 
when  It  came  to  the  paying  of  a  grace- 
ful compliment,  or  the  telling  of  a  good 
story  his  ready,  wit  Identified  him  with 
the  Irishman.  He  had  known  JTr.  ( ramp- 
bell  personally  for  upwards  of  twenty - 
one  years,  and  in  all  his  various  rela- 
tionships of  life'  had  found  him  to  be 
a  true  friend  and  gontleman.  He  had 
arrived  in  Victoria  upon  the  wane  of  a 
real  estate,  boom  and  on  the  eve  of  a 
period  of  commercial  and  Industrial  de- 
pression, whiie  at  the  same  time  the 
city  Was  suffering  from  a  serious  epi- 
demic, the  result  being  that  ministers 
saw  their  congregations  being  depleted 
and  flocking  to  Vancouver  and  Seattle. 
The  churches  were  hoavfly  burdened 
With  debt  which  proved  a  severe  tost  to 
ministers  and  congregations  alike.  Not- 
withstanding that,  however,  his  persist- 
ant and  indomitable  perseverance  did 
not  fail  him. 

It  afforded  him,  therefore,  the  great- 
est pleasure  to  ask  them  .=0  rise  and 
drink'  to  the  health  of  their  honored 
guest  whose  eye  was  not  dimmed,  nor 
his  natural  force  abated,  praying  that 
he  might  be  long  spared  to  the  city  of 
Victoria  and  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia to  see  many  more  years  of  ac- 
tive duty  and  aervcle.

whatever  politics  they  might  he  lie  was 
sure  they  all  remembored  with  gratitude 
the  name  of  Sir  John  MacdonaH,  while 
Lord  Ktrathcona's  name  was  also  not 
without  fame.  A  Scotsman  was  at  I  he 
present  moment  Prime  Minister  of  the 
Dominion  and  he  was  erulca  coring  to  do 
what  he  considered  to  be  right  in  bind- 
ing the  Canadian  Dominion  to  the  Moth- 
erland, lie  was  not  forgetful 
of  tho  Scotch  Kpiscopal  Church,  to  which 
had  belonged  some  great  men,  including 
Hon  W  EL  Gladstone  anil  Lord  JCel 
vin.  In  Canada  they  owpd  to  the  Prea- 
byterian  Ciiuroh  a  debt  of  gratitude 
Which  they  would  never  be  able  to  re- 
pay. Tliore  had  been  great  men  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  among 
them  !>r  Grant,  of  Queens  College 
Klngs'on,  who  had  been  ins  own  guard- 
ian, and  Dr.  Pobe.-ison,  Of  the  Prairie 
Provinces.  There  were  also  great 
namos  in  the  Preshylerlan  Church  ttl 
British  Columbia,  and  he  fell  that  they 
honored  a  gre»*.  name  today,  when  ihev 
honored  that  of  Dr.  Campbell.  U- 
prayod  that  God's  blessing  might,  rest 
upon  him,  and  thai  he  mlR-ht  ha.  c  a 
long  Life  of  usofuiness  yet  before  him 
and  live  to  see  the  fruits  of  Ills  labors 
crowned  mora  and  more  with  triurapn- 
ant   success. 

Rev.  Dr.  Hold,  one  of  the  oldest  min- 
isters of  any  denomination  in  the  cit.\, 
referred  to  the  days  when  he,  him- 
self, first  arrived  in  Victoria,  when  Sir 
.lames   Douglas   was   Governor. 

Mr.  Foreman,  one  of  the  lay  member./ 
of  the  Association,  said  that  lp  had 
been  troasurer  or  Dr.  Campbell's  ch.irch 
for  ton  years,  and  probably  no  man 
came  closer  to  the  minister  than  did 
his  treasurer.  tie  had  always  found 
him  to  be  a  man  of  the  highest  Christ- 
ian type  who  set  an  example  to  his  peo- 
ple. 

Br.   Campbell  meplles. 

In  reply,  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell  said  that 
he  had  listened  to  the  kind  things  that 
had  been  said  about  him  with  some  em- 
barrassment, and  he  had  occasionally 
wondered  whether  it  could  be  him  they 
wore  speaking  of.  In  thanking  them 
for  their  beautifully  worded  address  he 
said  any  minister  might  have  prized  it, 
whether  he  were  the  moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  '  Presbyterian 
Church  or  the  First  Anglican  Blsnop. 
He  thought  that  he  himself  was  one 
of  the  charter  members  of  the  Ministerial 
Association.  He  had  had  the  hondr  of 
being  its  president  three  times.  Refer- 
ring to  the  changes  In  the  city  slnoe 
his  arrival  here  he  said  that  the  popu- 
lation had  grown  from  about  26,000  to 
60;000,  most  of  the  increase  having 
taken  placo  within  the  past  Ave  or  six 
years.  When  he  came  here  there  was 
not  an  Inch  of  asphalt  pavement  in  the 
city  and  he  eulogised  both  the  streets 
and  thulr  lighting-  In  those  days  there 
were  only  one  or  two-story  buildings— 
now  thoir  buildings  compared  favorable 
With  those  of  any  city  from  Hall* 
fax  to  the  coast.  When  ho 
came  here  the  site  or  the  pres- 
ent Parliament  Buildings  ,wae  occup  ed 
by  a  number  of  Uncle  Tarn's  cabins 
painted  red  (iaw«bter).

the  cattle  gangway  in  her  beautiful 
shoes  and   gown. 

Fifteen  new  church  buildings  had 
gone  up  in  the  city  during  his  pas- 
torate. Some  people  Were  never  satis- 
fied, hut  he  thought  that  their  churches 
were  as  good  as  those  in  Kdmonton. 
Saskatchewan  or  otner  parts  of  tho 
West,  both  financially,  numerically  and 
spiritually.  He  tboUghl  that  the  eccle- 
siastical   or    spiritual     life    of    the      city

He  closed 
with  reneWed  tlianT.s  for  the  honor  done 
him    by    his    brethren   of   the   Ministerial 

association.

McGinnity  Advocates  Sweeping 
Reforms  in  Schedule,  and  in 
One  Plan  at  Least  He  Will  Be 
Well  Backed 


There  promises  to  be  a  fairly  warm 
time  at  the  meeting  of  the  Northwestern 
League  directors  In  Tacoma  on  Saturday, 
when  the  schedule  for  1D13  will  bo  dis- 
cussed and  outlined.  "Iron  Man"  Mc- 
Ginnity, the  new  owner  of  the  Tacoma 
Tigers,  has  burst  like  a  cyclone  into  the 
peaceful  circle  of  Northwestern  mag- 
nates, and  not  only  wants,  but  says  he 
Is  going  to  get  a  sweeping  reform  in  the 
matter  of  games  arrangement.  While 
he  appears  to  have  the  majority  of 
directors  with  him,  and  the  local  owners 
look  for  an  amicable  settlement,  he  Is 
bound  to  encounter  some  opposition 
from  one  or  two  clubs,  which  have  in 
the  past  had  pretty  much  their  own 
way   la    this   r&ojjoGt 

McGinnlty's  latest  departure  Into  the 
field  of  reform  is  the  promulgation  of  a 
plan  calling*  for  four  games  to  a  series. 
He  believes  this  would  stimulate  Inter- 
est, as  the  fans  get  tired  of  seeing  the 
same  teams  play  day  after  day.  He 
argues,  "It  would  mean  an  Increase  In 
railway  fares  to  begin  with,  '"it  there 
Is  only  one  long  jump  in  the  circuit,  that 
being  to  and  from  Spokane,  and  I  can't 
see  why  It  wouldn't  work  out  success- 
fully. Because  of  the  increased  cost  of 
a  trip  to  Spokane  from  the  Coast  it 
might  not  prove  profitable  for  that  one 
jump,  but  we  would  make  it  up  In  the 
long  run  with  short  jumps  like  from 
Spokane  to  Seattle,  where  the  round 
trip  costs  but  60  cents. 

"I  believe  that  this  kind  of  a  schedule 
would  be  the  best  thing  for  baseball  In 
the  Northwest.  Should  the  cities  hav- 
ing to  make  longer  jumps  object  to  the 
plan,  we  might  arrange  a  system  where- 
by the  road  expenses  would  be  pooled 
and  paid  out  by  a  joint  fund.  The  fact, 
however,  that  new  faces  would  be  con- 
stantly coming  before  the  eyes  of  the 
fans,  would  soon  overcome  the  addi- 
tional  cost  of  railroad  and   boat  fares." 

This  seems  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a 
reversion  to  last  season's  split  series, 
which  the  magnates  have  all  expressed 
themselves  as  being  opposed  to,  anJ  It 
is  hardly  likely  that  it  will  be  approved. 

But  his  original  plan,  to  which  he 
still  adheres,  apportions  the  home  games 
equably  between  the  six  clubs,  giving 
Victoria  or  Tacoma  the  privilege  of 
transferring  some  games  later  In  the 
season  If  they  see  fit,  is  one  of  a  dif- 
ferent shade,  and  one  which  will  be 
strongly  advocated  by  Victoria  and 
Portland   at  least. 

Joe  Conn,  of  Spokane,  has  also  an- 
nounced his  intention  of  voting  for  It, 
and  that  being  the  case,  there  is  a  very 
good  chance  of  It  going  through. 

At  Saturday's  meeting  schedule  mak- 
ing will  be  the  principal  item  of  busi- 
ness. The  annual  meeting,  at  which  the 
officers  will  be  elected,  will  be  as 
usual   held   in  January. 

It  is  announced  that  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  local  club  will  be  set  back 
until  early  in  the  New  Year  also.

VANCOUVER.  B.  C.  Deo.  17.— None 
of  the  California  Rugby  clubs  will  be 
Invited  to  play  In  Vancouver  during  th« 
Christmas  holidays.  This  derision  was 
reached  at  the  meeting  of  the  Vancou- 
ver Rugby   Union   held   last  night. 

The  decision  is  a  result  of  a  rather 
curious  position  in  which  the  Union 
was  placed  by  the  California  Union  In 
being  asked  to  practically  decide  the 
championship  of  the  Southern  State. 
The  Santa  Clara  Club,  the  Stanford 
University  Club,  and  the  University  of 
California  are  In  a  deadlock  as  to  who 
are  the  proper  champions,  and  the  Cali- 
fornia Union,  at  a  recent  meeting,  re- 
fused to  award  the  title  to  any  one  of 
the  disputants.  Instead,  the  officials 
communicated  with  the  Vancouver 
Union,  and  left  it  to  them  to  Invite  the 
team  they  thought  to  be  the  rightful 
title-holders.  This  choice  would  have 
no  doubt  placed  the  local  officers'  jn 
an  embarrassing  position,  as  there 
would  almost  certainly  have  been  hard 
feeling  on  the  part  of  the  other  two 
clubs,  so  it  was  decided  to  have  no- 
thing to  do  with  the  argument,  and 
thus  forego  the  pleasure  of  providing 
British  Columbia  w;ith  international 
fames.

Mr,  Parker,  Who  Is  in  Town, 
Believes  Organization  Inde- 
pendent of  the  A.A.U,  Must 
Come  into  Being 


Mr.  G.  A.  Parker,  a  prominent  asso- 
ciation football  promoter  and  one  of 
the  Amateur  Athletic  Union's  greatest 
enemies,  was  in  town  yesterday.  He 
has  just  completed  a  tour  of  Canada  in 
the  interests  of  an  English  paper. 

Mr.  Parker  has  gained  prominence  in 
Canadian  sport  circles  of  late  years 
through  his  connection  with  the  Peo- 
ple's Shield  competitions  for  the  soccer 
championship  of  Canada.  It  has  been 
in  a  measure  owing  to  his  efforts  that 
these  contests  have  been  held,  and  in 
the  course  of  talk  with  The  Colonist 
yesterday  he  gave  out  the  Interesting 
Information  that  the  games  would  prob- 
ably be  held  in  Vancouver  next  year. 
Fort  William  are  the  holders  of  the 
Shield,  having  won  it  in  V,»nnipeg  last 
year,  and  Mr.  Parker  believes  he  can  in- 
duce them  to  agree  to  come  to  Vancou- 
ver to  defend  it. 

The  reason  for  the  bad  feeling  be- 
tween Mr.  Parker  and  the  A.  A.  U.  is 
that  he  has  always  been  an  advocate  of 
less  strict  rules  affecting  professional- 
ism than  those  imposed  by  the  A.  A.  U. 
In  Mr.  Parker's  opinion  there  Is  no  rea- 
son why  a  football  player  should  not 
play  with  or  against  a  professional 
without  injuring  his  amateur  status. 
"As  long  as  he  does  not  actually  accept 
money  for  his  services  he  cannot  be 
called  a  professional,"  is  Mr.  Parker's 
contention. 


NORTHWEST  YACHTSMEN'S 
INVITATION  IS  IGNORED 

F.  Z.  p.  B.  A.  Clubs  Stirred  Up  by  What 

Is   Considered   Ungracious   Act   on 

Fart    of    Southern    Organization 


North  Pacific  Coast  yachtsmen  are 
considerably  wrought  up  over  what 
they  consider  an  ungracious  and  un- 
friendly move  on  the  .ptvrt  of  the  Ban 
Francisco  Bay  yachting  organizations, 
who  recently  turned  down  the  offer  of 
the  Northern  clubs  to  form  an  all-coast 
association  and  cast  In  their  lot  with 
the  American  Power  Boat  Association, 
an    Eastern    organization. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Pn-clflc  Inr 
ternational  Power  Boat  Association, 
which  Is  a  body  composed  of  the  North- 
west clubs  it  was  voted  that  In  ViB'W 
of  the  increasing  Importance  of  motor- 
boat  racing  in  the  South,  and  especially 
because  of  the  plans  for  a  great  re- 
gatta at  San  Francisco  In  1915,  that  the 
Pacific  International  Yacht  Clubs  Asso- 
ciation should  extend  an  Invitation  to 
the  California  yacht  clubs  to  join  the 
organization,  and  that  a  separate  chap- 
ter should  be  formed  in  the  South  that 
should  be  self-governing,  but  which 
would  affiliate  with  the  Coast  organi- 
zation. 

Word  has  been  received,  however, 
that  the  San  Francisco  clubs  got  to- 
gether on  November  22  and  In  absolute 
disregard  of  this  invitation  from  the 
Northern  yachtsmen  voted  to  affiliate 
uith  the  American  Power  Boat  Associa- 
i  tion,  an  Kastern  organization,  and  to 
form  themselves  into  a  chapter  or  "sec- 
tion"   of    that    association. 

The  Northern  yachtsmen  feel  that 
this  is  a  direct  affront  to  their  friend- 
ship and  fraternal  spirit  which  they 
have  displayed  In  asking  the 
Southerners  to  co-operate  with  them  in 
putting  Coast  motor  boat  racing  on  an 
organized    basis. 


U.  is  that  they  won't  allow,  us  to  play 
against  professional  teams  from  the 
Old  Country,  which  prevents  us  from 
testing  our  skill  In  International 
matches,  for  they  have  no  amateur 
teams  of  any  class  in  the  Old  Country,'' 
continued  the  speaker. 

"It  Is  absolutely  necessary  If  we  are 
to  get  what  we  want  that  an  associa- 
tion be  formed  in  Canada  to  govern 
soccer  football,  Independent  entirely  of 
the  A.  A.  U.  This  is  by  no  means  new 
as  in  the  past  several  attempts  have 
been  made  to  form  such  an  association. 
I  am  firmly  of  the  belief  that  it  will 
come,  however,  and  that  very  soon. 
The  Dominion  Football  Association  re- 
cently formed,  does  not  fill  the  bill,  as 
It  has  admitted  Its  subservience  to  the 
A.  A.  U.  In  accepting  Its  ruling  against 
the  visit   of  an   Old  Country   team." 

Mr.  Parker  is  going  to  make  another 
effort  to  bring  his  pet  project  into  toe- 
ing in  Vancouver  next  May  In  connec- 
tion with  the  People's  Shield  games,  if 
they  are  held  there.  He  states  that  he 
ha*  assurances  that  a  representative 
Canadian  gathering  of  soccer  football- 
ers will  be  in  Vancouver  on  that  occa- 
sion. 

When  reminded  that  the  A.  A.  U.  could 
and  would  keep  the  proposed  associa- 
tion's members  out  of  most  other  sports 
Mr.  Parker  said  that  the  A.  A.  U.  had 
always  held  that  over  their  heads,  but 
he  thought  the  feeling  amongst  the 
footballers  against  the  amateur  union's 
very  stringent  rules  was  becoming  so 
strong  that  such  penalty  would  soon 
be   no   bar  at   all. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  Mr.  Parker 
will  take  up  his  residence  on  the  Coast. 
He  Is  inquiring  Into  a  good  business 
proposition  In  Vancouver  and  may  de- 
cide to  take  it  up.  He  will  return  to 
Vtncouver  today.

II.  had  apparently  just  awakened  to 
thi  fact  that  we  needed  protection.  He 
M  that  Canada  was  not  protected  by 
its  isolation,  its  luck  of  attraetneness. 
or  because  w<  are  so  good;  nor  were 
we    protected    by     the    Monroe    Doctrine. 

While  he  respected  the  Onited   states,    he 

said,  there  was  no  reason  why  they 
WOUld  not  act  towards  Canada  as  to- 
ward Texas.  He  also  referred  to  the 
fecent  breaking  of  the  Panama  Canal 
treaty  by  the  United  States,  and  declar- 
ed thai  Canada's  only  protection  lay  in 
the  navy  of  the  United  Empire.  The 
statement  which  he  had  made  In  Eng- 
land, and  Which  had  been  cabled  to  this 
country  was  that  Germany  and  Britain 
were  in  a  state  of  war.  though  not  a 
blew  bad  been  struck.  He  never  said 
that  England  and  Germany  were  actual- 
ly  at   war. 

Dr.  Clark 
Dr.  Clark,  of  Bed  Deer,  who  replied. 
said  that  protection  bad  been  described 
by  an  ttnyllsh  statesman  as  both  dead 
and  damned.  The  Government's  naval 
policy  was  dead,  lie  said  he  believed 
the  real  bonds  of  the  Empire  were  those 
of  sentiment,  love  for  the  throne,  mon- 
arch and  the  flax  which  floats  over  it. 
if   Canada    had    a    navy    of   her    own,    in 

the  event  of  the  Kmpire  being  attacked 
there  would  be  no  legal  quibbles. 
Ninety-nine  out  of  one  hundred  Cana- 
dians, and  even  more,  would  say:  "Wo 
are  all  behind  the  fla«  with  the  whole 
of  our  material  and  moral  resources." 
Dr.  Clark  said  that  the  idea  that  the 
loyalty  of  the  Liberals  was  to  be  at- 
tacked simply  because  they  would  not 
LpprOVQ  Of  any  particular  scheme  sub- 
mitted by  the  Government  was  not  to 
he  considered  for  a  moment.  Four 
years  ago  the  Conservatives  were 
Unanimously  for  defending  our  own 
shores.  Now.  they  say  that  we  must 
send  the  contribution  and  that  every- 
body should  support  it.  There  were 
Some,  however,  who  were  not  acrobats 
enough    to  make  a  change  so  swiftly. 

Wavy   and   Politics 

The  Premier  In  his  speech  had  depre- 
cated a  spirit  of  controversy.  He  had 
displayed  a  very  sanguine  temperament 
for  a  minister  coming  from  a  cabinet 
which  hnd  been  torn  to  the  point  of  dis- 
ruption. It  was  all  very  well  for  the 
friends  of  the  Government  to  poke 
around  a  document  urging  the  navy  be 
taken  out  of  politics.  But  when  and 
by  whom  had  it  been  Introduced  Into 
politics?  The  time  was  the  bye-election 
In  Drumrnond— Arthabaska,  when  prom- 
inent men  in  the  party  opposite  had 
advised  their  followers  to  shoot  imag- 
inary holes  In  the  British  flag  in  order 
to  down  Laurier.  History  would  con- 
demn the  Conservative  Party  for  Its 
alliance  with  the  Nationalists.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  name  of  Laurier  would 
be  honored  as  a  leader  who  succeeded 
In  carrying  n  bye-electlor.  In  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec  on  a  policy  which  should 
have  been  the  policy  of  the  whole  of 
Canada. 

Dr.  Clark  said  that  what 
wants  most  from  Canadians 
moral  support.  An  objection 
Government's  proposal  In  its 
form  Is  thnt  this  moral  support  is 
thrown  away.  He  was  no  scaremonger. 
His  opinion  wns  the  same  as  It  was 
four  years  ago.  The  Germany  scare  has 
become  so  attenuated  that  It  now 
found  a  place  In  such  comparatively 
disordered  minds  as  the"  one  they  heard 
from   this   afternoon. 

Mr.  Clark  recalled  the  circumstances 
In  the  mW5!=  of  last  century,  when 
Britain  suffered  from  the  seme  sort  of 
a  scare.  At  that  time  It  was  France 
that  everybody   was  afraid  of.

Revolution  Complicated  Mat- 
ters for  Imperial  Troops 
Who  Were  Starving — The 
Dalai  Llama's  Plot 


A  correspondent  of  the  North  China 
Daily  News,  writing  from  Taohieulu 
says  that  the  Chinese  Kariiaons  In 
Eastern  and  Central  Tibet  have  un- 
doubtedly suffered  great  Inconvenience 
and  embarrassment  by  the  suddenness 
and  unexpectedness  of  the  Chinese  rev- 
olution. The  absence  of  reliable  in-. 
!•>!  [nation  was,  iverhaps,  a  greater  (lis- 
advantage  than  the  discontinuance  of 
their  regular  rations.  Both  were  hard 
enough  and  continued  long  enough  to 
dishearten  the  most  disciplined  troops 
of  any  civilised  power.  Strangers  In 
a  foreign  land,  their  situation  was  still 
more  precarious.  Months  passed  and 
hardly  a  glimmer  of  authentic  news 
reached  them;  that  something  was 
taking  place  and  that  of  a  very  radical 
nature,  they  were  forced  to  believe. 
Slowly  the  facts  of  the  disturbed  con- 
dition of  jive  Chinese  nation  filtered 
through  from  both  the  Indian  and  the 
Chinese  borders, 

Their  own  pecuniary  embarrassment 
confirmed  every  wild   rumor  and  doubt- 


ful  report  S*or  ten  months  no  rations 
In  any  shape  or  form  have  left  this 
City  for  the  interior;  and  as  the  troops 
are   entirely   dependent   on   what   is   sent 

to  them  from  Tuehienlu,  their  condi- 
tion during  that  long  period  maj  be 
easily     imagined. 

For  months  on  end  the  soldiers  in 
many  of  the  garrisons  have  been  forced 
to  subsist  on  purely  native  food,  tsamba 
and  buttered  tea,  mail]  Of  the  Chinese 
soldiers  have  Stt  absolute  abhorrence  of 
this  latt.r  delicacy.  A  whole  cart-load 
of  this  old  seasoned  Tibetan  butter 
could  be  placed  in  front  of  any  Chinese 
garrison  in  Eastern  Tib.  t  ami  never 
suffer  the  least  Interference  from  any 
of  the  soldiers.  After  thirty  years'  ex- 
istence in  a  skin  bag  its  consistence  Is 
beyond    'ill   doubt. 

Being  so  long  Without  their  ordinary 
rations  the  Chinese  soldiers  very  soon 
took  to  open  robbery,  followed  by  wild 
lawlessness.  The  soldiers  mnrched  into 
the  large  stores  in  T.hasa.  demanding 
both  money  and  goods;  if  those  were 
refuse, i  a  loaded  rifle  was  held  In  front 
of  the  storekeeper  while  several  other 
soldiers  proceeded  to  help  themselves. 
In  the  midst  of  this  lawlessness  the 
soldiers  put  to  death*  one  of  their  mili- 
tary command.  ,s  He  bad  a  bad  repu- 
tation, havinc;  misappropriated  money 
belonging  to  the  garrison,  The  money 
obtained  by  lawlessness  was  soon  lost 
in    Kambllnt;    and    dissipation. 

Sods  for  Their  Own  Backs 
About  this  lime  another  avenue  Open- 
ed before  the  Chinese  soldiers  for  ob- 
tainins  money.  The  Tibetans  were 
witling  to  buy  their  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion, giving  a  very  handsome  price  for 
a  modern  rifle.  This  money  was  also 
Soon  dissipated  and  of  course  more 
rifles  went.  The  soldiers  were  now 
a  law  unto  themselves,  heeding  neither 
military  nor  civil  official.  Before  long 
tiimdt'eds  Of  modern  rifles  and  thou- 
sands of  cartridges  were  exchanged  for 
thousands  of  rupees.  Little  did  the  un- 
suspecting soldiers  really,.-  that  they 
u"i'"  arming  a  foe  that  before  long 
would  demand  every  rifle  in  the  gar- 
rison or  utterly  exterminate  it.  The 
long-looked-for  help  was  still  long  in 
coming,  and  as  the  soldiers  had  to  live 
Che  rifles  had  to  ••",  B  ready  market 
greatly    facilitating    their   sale. 

Such  was  the  condition  of  the  Chin- 
ese garrison  towards  the  end  of  Feb- 
ruary and  early  in  March.  The  official 
from  whom  1  received  the  above  infor- 
mation was  in  charge  oi  a  military  gar- 
rison  easl  of  Lhasa  at  the  time  of  the 
Tibetan  Outbreak,  (in  March  24  he  re- 
eelved  an  unofficial  dispateh  from  a. 
soldier  who  left  Lhasa  the  night  before 
II  was  surrounded.  (hi  March  30  he 
received"  an  Official  dispateh  from  the 
Imperial  Commissioner  asking  for 
troops  to  be  sent  immediately  to  their 
rescue.  This  Official  was  unable  to 
send  a  single  soldier,  as  every  man  in 
the  garrison  was  needed  to  keep  in  or- 
der a  large  lamasery  containing  close 
on  4.000  turbulent  Lamas.  The  best 
help  that,  he  could  give  the  Lhasa  gar- 
rison was  to  remain  at  bis  post  and 
this  he  decided  to  do.  The  seriousness, 
the  magnitude  and  the  preparedness  of 
the  intrigue,  now  forced  itself  upon  all 
coneerned.  That  a  gigantic  movement 
was  on  foot  for  the  re-Investment  Of 
the  Dalai  Lama  with  full  spiritual  and 
temporal  power  was  very  evident  Sim- 
ultaneously with  the  siege  of  Lhasa 
began  an  Insurrection  throughout 
Eastern  Tibet,  ancillary  to  the  abovo 
movement.  • 

The  Truth  About  the  Dalai 
"The  unhappy  refugee  at  Kali m pong" 
has  been  succi  ssful  in  deceiving  the 
news  correspondent  on  the  Tibetan  bor- 
der. The  irresolution  of  the  Dalai 
Lama  is  a  minute  part  of  a  great  pre- 
concerted movement  for  the  regaining 
Of  Tibet  and.  If  possible,  the  extermin- 
ation of  the  Chinese  garrisons.  The 
Times,  under  the  date  or  May  7th,  says 
that  the  continued  lingering  of  the 
Dalai  Lama  at  Kallrr.ptmg  is  due  to  a 
report  of  the  advance  of  a  strong 
Chinese  relief  force  towa-rds  Lhasa 
from  Ha  tang.  This  is  quite  erroneous 
as  the  Dalai  Lama  Is  well  informed 
and  in  entirely  responsible  for  what  is 
at  present  taking  place  in  Eastern 
Tibet 

The  Times  also  says  that  Lhasa  has 
something  to  fear  from  the  Eastern 
tribes  of  Tibet,  whom  the  Chinese  "are 
■aid  to  have  raised.  This  also  Is  quite 
erroneous,  and  I  believe  a  purely  Tibet- 
an fabrication.  A  large  mounted  force, 
Several    thousands      strnni.    and      ■jtimaS 


garrison  were  completely  routed,  over 
seventy  being  killed  In  the  fight,  the 
remainder  eseaplng  to  Hokeo.  The 
soldiers  before  leaving  est  fire  to  the 
arsenal,   destroying   100   rifles. 

The  peculiar  feature  of  the  present 
ut. rising  in  Eastern  Tibet  la  Its  exotic 
origin.  The  large  mounted  Tibetan 
force  at  present  terrorising  the  greater 
part  of  Khamba  is  directed  and  con- 
trolled from  Lhasa,  with  the  avow  id 
purpose  of  resisting  any  relief  expedi- 
tion from  China.  This,  of  course, 
makes  the  situation  in  Central  Tibet 
quite  obvious,  the  Chinese  garrison  at 
Lhasa  has  either  got  to  surrender  Its 
arms   or  suffer   extermination. 

Now  the  Dalai  Lama  returns  to 
Lhasa;  he  knows  that  the  Chinese  gar- 
rison has  surrendered  and  Eastern 
Tibet  is  almost  impregnable  to  the  ad- 
vance of  the  Chinese  army.  He  lin- 
gered a  long  time  at  Kallmpong;  he 
lingers   no   longer. 

Union   Xs   Strength 

The  present  situation  in  Eastern 
Tibet  is  unprecedented  and  finds  no 
parallel  in  Tibetan  history.  Formerly 
when  a  Chinese  army  has  entered,  it 
has  always  succeeded  In  defeating  a 
divided  and  disorganized  front.  Th* 
differ -nee  In  the  present  campaign  lies 
just  here.  The  Tibetan  force  has  at 
least  500  modern  rifles,  is  well  organ- 
ized, and  Is  showing,  in  recent  engage- 
ments,   many    modern    tactics. 

The  Chinese  are  sending  in  an  army 
of  raw  recruits,  1000  of  whom  have  al- 
ready reached  Hokeo.  A  few  days  ago 
a  number  of  Tibetans  appeared  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Yalung,  fired  a  volley 
or  two  on  the  villege,  nearly  killing  Mr. 
Auffry,  one  of  the  French  engineers. 
Some  300  Tibetans  tried  to  cross  the 
Yatung  three  days"  below  HOkeo."  They 
were  repulsed  by  the  Chinese  and  re- 
tired. Up  to  the  present  only  Hsiang- 
ch'eng  and  Litang  have  fallen  to  the 
ins;  the  remaining  garrisons  are 
quite   safe.

Question  in  Imperial  House  Re- 
calls Theft  of  Crown  Jewels 
—  Charges  Made  Against 
Public  Officials 


LONDON",  Dec.  16. — A  curioua  Inci- 
dent took  place  In  the  House  of  Com- 
mons recently.  An  Iriali  Nationalist 
member,  Mr.  Glnnell,  called  attention 
to  the  circumstances  attending:  the 
theft  of  the.  Crown  Jewels  at  Dublin 
Custlr  m  1  <»07,  to  which  public  interest 
has  again  been  attracted  by  the  arreat 
of  Mr.  .Shackleton,  once  an  official  et 
the  Castle.  He  said  his  proposition  was 
that  the  police  charged  with  collecting: 
the  evidence  collected,  other  evidence 
Of  criminal  debauchery  commuted  In 
Dublin  Castle  by  officials,  army  officers 
and  others  of  such  position  that  their 
exposure  and  conviction  would  have 
load  to  an  upheave  P,  from  which  the 
Chief  Secretary  and  the  Government 
Shrank.  In  order  to  prevent  this,  the 
Government  appointed  a  "hushing-  com- 
mission," -with  the  result  Intended,  and 
even  now  they  refused  to  give  the 
names  of  the  criminals  to  the  Director 
of  Public  Prosecution.  That,  saUl  Mr 
dlnnell.  wwi-.wrl*"1-  ,,, .►,«,h»< u>m,  aiui 
he  proposed  to  make  it  good  so  far  as 
he  was  allowed.  No  member  of  the 
Government  had  been  candid  enough  to 
claim  the  right  tb  shield  the  criminals 
..;  :-. i  1 :-- i > . -!:■!  i h e  operation  of  tl\,-  crim- 
inal law,  but  that  was  what  the  Chief 
Secretary  and  the  Attorney-General  luid 
been  and    were   now  doing. 

Crime  In  Dublin  Castle  was  no  new 
thing.  11  bad  not  begun  with  the 
l>rcsent  1/onl-I.ieu tenant's  term  of  of- 
fi,  <•  and  was  not  likely  to  end  with  ir.

For  two  hours  the  six  flassengrar* 
five  of  the  crew  faced  death  as  the  help- 
less craft  rolled  in  the  trough  of  the 
heavy  sea  running  at  lne  time,  driving 
slowly  but  surely  towards  the  breakers. 
In  an  effort  to  summon  assistance  Capt. 
Kraser  fired  one  rocket,  which  was  seen 
by  men  at  Work  Point  Barracks.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  fire  a  second  sig- 
nal but  the  seas  which  were  breaking 
over  the  boat  prevented  it.  While  the 
first  had  warned  those  ashore  that  a 
.shir.  w£fl  to  <H?tred9  no  help  was  im- 
mediately furtlK-o'iilni;.  and  shortly  be- 
fore midnight  the  Nidge  struck,  for- 
tunately, In  a  position  somewhat  shel- 
tered from  the  full  force  of  the  wind 
and  waves.  The  crew  consisted  of  Capt. 
Fraser,  Chief  Officer  Harris.  Chief  En- 
gineer John  Ersklne,  Second  Engineer 
Richard  Rasmusson,  Steward  Thomas 
Michael.  The  passengers  were  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  George  Shields,  of  Jordan  River, 
and  their  two  children,  aged  five  and  one 
year;  John  Keeley  and  Frederick  Esnoof. 
Chief  Officer  Gave  Alarm 
The  first  indication  that  disaster  had 
overtaken  the  vessel  was  when  Chief 
Officer  Harris,  who  was  washed  over- 
board just  before  the  vessel  struck  the 
rocks,  managed  to  reach  land  though 
badly  cut  and  almost  exhausted.  Blindly 
staggering  through  the  darkness  he  lit- 
erally fell  into  the  guard  mom  at  Fort 
Macaulay  where,  almost  unable  to  speak, 
he  notified  the  men  on  guard  of  the 
plight  of  the  vessel.  Work  Point  Bar- 
racks was  in. tided  and  a  telephone  sum- 
moned assistance  from  the  city,  the 
message  b,cinn  sent  to  the  police  station. 
The  B.  C.  Salvage  Company  was  no- 
tified by  the  police,  a  party  of  whom 
composed  of  Sergeants  Clayards  and 
Harper  and  Constables  Webb,  G.  Fos- 
ter and  Smith  were  hurried  to  the  scene 
in    the   police   patrol. 

In  the  meantime  the  Nidge  had  drift- 
ed stern  first  onto  the  rocks,  the  tre- 
mendous sea«  sweeping  completely  over 
her  and  driving  her  more  securely  Into 
the  dangerous  shore.  When  the  rescu- 
ing party  of  pOHce  and  a  squad  from 
Work  Point  Barracks,  the  latter  headed 
by  Sergeant  Giilau.  arrived  with  ropes 
and  lights  the  v.  ■feel  was  pounding 
heavily  on  the  rocks,  careened  well  over 
on  her  starboard  side.  The  crew  and 
passengers  were  in  a  precarious  posi- 
tion as  the  great  waves  swept  against 
the  'bow  and  side,  lifting  the  boa!  as  if 
she  were  a  feather  and  throwing  her 
back  upon  the  rocks.  Fortunately  the 
tide  was  running  out  and  as  the  water 
receded  the  vessel's  position  became 
more   secure. 

Work  of  Rescue 
In  a  darkneiss  illumined  by  but  two 
of  the  ship's  lanterns  and  a  few  lights 
brought  by  the  police  and  soldiers  the 
work  of  rescuing  the  crew  was  nttempi- 
ed,  and  with  success.  It  was  perilous 
work  for  rescuers  and  rescued.  The 
seas  swept  through  between  the  vessel 
and  the  rocks  upon  which  the  rescuers 
held  their  precarious  footing.  Hanging 
on  like  grim  death  as  a  breaker  wouhl 
sweep  in  and  lift  the  vessel,  those  on 
the  rocks  wore  up  to  their  necks  In  the 
rushing  waters,  and  when  the  time  ap- 
peared opportune  an  attempt  wojild  be 
made  to  get  one  of  the  passengers 
ashore.  The  receding  water  would 
sweep  rescuer  and  rescued  from  their 
feet  and  only  the  tight  hold  on  the  rope 
which  had  been  cast  aboard,  saved  them 
from    being    swept    out    to   sen. 

For  an  hour  the  work  continued  when 
nil  aboard  were  got  to  shore,  almost  ex- 
hausted from  wet  and  cold  but,  with 
the  exception  of  severely  cut  hands 
through  contact  with  the  sharp  rocks, 
little  the  worse  for  their  exciting  ex- 
perience. As  fast  as  the  passengers 
were  got  to  land  they  were  taken  by  the 
soldiers  to  Fort  Macaulay,  where  hot 
drinks  and  Warm  blankets  were  vivin 
them,  and  later  they  were  brought  Into 
the  city   in    the   police   patrol. 

Rescuers  in  Water  to  Kecks 
Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  the 
rescuers  for  the  way  In  which  they 
worked.  The  police  labored  like  Tro- 
jans, up  to  their  necks  In  water,  and 
the  soldiers  were  right  alongside  to 
render  them  assistance.  Mrs.  Shields 
and  her  two  Children  got  ashore  with- 
out a  scratch,  though  In  assisting  the 
woman  Constable  Smith,  Foster  and 
Webb  were  washed  off  the  rocks  and 
had  their  hands  badly  cut,  the  former 
having  to  be  pulled  back  twice.  Chief 
Engineer  Ersklne  was  almost  exhausted 
as  he  came  ashore  with  the  eldest 
child,  hut  Sergeants  Clayards  end  Har- 
per succeeded  in  catching  them  as  the 
waves  were  washing  them  back. 

At  the  Fort  the  police  assistance  was 
again  In  evidence  when  first  aid  was 
rendered  to  the  injured,  their  many  cuts 
being  bound  up  and  every  attention 
given?    No  attempt  waa  made  to  secure

When  the  Minotaur  picked  the  vessel 
up  she  was  struggling  gamely  to  r:?ach 
Yokoln.mn.  As  soon  as  the  Minotaur 
found  the  Lord  Curzon  was  safe,  und 
Captain  Cayley  assured  himself  that 
she  was  able  to  reach  port  under  her 
own  steam,  the  warship  returned  to 
Yokohama,  arriving  several  hours  be- 
fore   the    merchant    ship.

After  three  weeks  examination  of  the 
books  of  the  Victoria  &  Sidney  Railway 
Company,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Forsythe,  C.A., 
engaged  by  the  city  to  make  an  audit 
on  bohalf  of  the  city,  has  submlttod  his 
report  to  Mayor  Beckwith.  The  report, 
a  must  voluminous  affair,  was  before 
the  City  Council  last  evening,  but  was 
not  discussed,  but  one  or  two  of  the 
Board  having  had  an  opportunity  of 
perusing  it.  On  the  suggestion  of  Alder- 
man <;iiiUHon,  who  pointed  out  that  Mr. 
Forsythe's  report,  showed  wherein  tho 
company's  figures  recently  submitted 
to  the  Council  erred,  and  wherein  the) 
indicatod  that  thu  company  had  not 
lived  up  to  its  agreement  with  the  city, 
the  report  was  laid  on  the  tablo  until 
copies  can  be  prepared  and  further  data 
amplifying  some  of  the  Items  of  the  re- 
port can  bo  secured.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Council  will  be  hold  tomorrow 
afternoon  and  on  Thursday  afternoon 
another  meeting  will  be  held  when  Mr. 
L.  C  Gllman,  Assistant  Executive  Agent 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Com- 
pany,  will -be   in    the  elty ,  .;.,,:.,.„. 

Mr.  Forsythe,  who  went  to  Seattle  to 
make  his  audit,  states  in  his  report  that 
he  had  been  given  every  facility  by  the 
company's  officials;  that  he  found  the 
books  accurately  kept  and  all  vouchers 
kopt  in  such  form  as  to  afford  him  very 
full  particulars.  The  report  goes  fully 
into  items  of  earnings  au  1  expenditures 
under  the  heads  of  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures;  maintenance  ot  equip- 
ment; hire  of  equipment;  taxes,  general 
superintendence,  apportionment  of  ac- 
counts as  between  the  V.  &•  S.  mid  tin.- 
V.  T.  R.  &  F.  Company;  payrolls,  hire 
of  rolling  stock,  claims  for  loss  «m<l 
damage  of  freight,  operating  revenue 
and  passenger  earnings,  freight  earnings, 
with  special  reference  to  the  road's  as- 
sociations with  the  G.  N.  R. 
Capital  Stock 

Mr.  Forsythe  finds  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  V.  &  S.  at  the  time  It  pass-

LONDON.  Dec.  16 — A  claim  for  dam- 
age* for  libel  brought  by  Baron  CJuy  ae 
Bournat,  a  retired  offtrer  of  the  French 
army,  against  the  proprietors,  printers 
and  publishers  of  Truth,  came  before  the 
King's  Bench.  The  libels  were  published 
in  Truth  In  December,  1910.  and  Janu- 
ary, mil,  under  the  heading  of  "An 
Anglo-Spanish  Exhibition. "  The  defen- 
dants admitted  the  libels,  and  the  only 
Issue  In  the  case  was  as  to  the  amount 
of  damages  which  ought  to  be  a  warden 
the  plaintiff. 

In  Truth  of  December  14.  1910,  "Hcru- 
tator,"  after  writing  00  hallucinations 
of  the  Unionist  party,  passed  on  to  dis- 
cuss "An  Anglo-Spanish  Exhibition." 
and  in  attacking  the  plaintiff  said  that 
the  narration  might  serve  to  save  busi- 
ness men  "from  wasting  their  time  and 
money  In  pursuing  a  financial  will-o'- 
the-wisp."  He  v.  o  \  on  to  state  that  an 
Knglish  firm  of  the  very  highest  stand- 
ing could  not  afford  to  associate  with 
every  Continental  financier  who  brought 
a  proposition  to  their  doors,  and  con- 
cluded by  remarking:  'Messrs.  It.  (a 
firm  of  contractors)  ought  to  feel  decp'y 
Indebted  to  the  municipality  of  Madrid 
for  having  made  inquiries  which  have 
prevented  them  from  being  entangled 
with  a  gang  of  needy  adventurers." 

Mr.  Justice  Darling  suggested 
counsel  might  consult  together  and 
sea  if  they  could  not  agree  upon  a 
sum    by    way    of    damages. 

Counsel  conferred,  but  failed  to  como 
to    an   agreement. 

The  plaintiff  was  examined  through 
a  French  Interpreter,  and  gave  evi- 
dence bearing  out  the  counsel's  open- 
ing statement.  He  said  that  his  father 
was  a  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor, 
and  fhat  he  himself  was  an  officer  in 
the  Cuirassiers.  He  was  related  to 
aristocracy  of  ancient  and  illustrious 
lineage  of  France,  and  married  the 
daughter  of  a  French  Count  ami 
Countess.  A  sister  of  his  wife  was 
married  to  Sir  Eric  Lewis,  attache  at 
the  British  Embassy  in  St.  Petersburg. 
The  witness  gave  details  as  to  the 
concessions.  Explaining  the  answers 
to  the  Jury,  'his  lordship  occasioned 
amusement  toy  remarking:  The  plain- 
tiffs story  is  that  there  was  then  a 
Conservative  Ministry  iin  power,  but  it 
twas  turned  out.

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  16. — An  ex- 
tensive system  ol  government  SUporviB- 
lou  over  wireless  telegraphy  haa  be- 
oome  > -fffi-tivu  and  four  months  l'rom 
the  iluto  of  the  enactment  of  the  law, 
Sun  Francisco  ami  Scuttle  will  bo 
among    the    divisional    headquarters. 

Government  licences  hereafter  will  b<? 
required  for  all  shore  stations  and  for 
steamers  leaving  American  ports.  There 
are  several  hundred  shore  stations 
along:  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts, 
the  Gulf,  and  the  Great  Lakes  and 
Porto  Rico.  The  number  of  steamships 
required  to  carry  wireless  under  the 
new  jaw  Is  estimated  at  1,000.  Every 
steamer  with  a  carrying  capacity  of 
fifty  passengers  on  trips  exceeding  two 
hundred  miles  is  require*!  to  have  two 
,i operators  for  its  wireless  equipment  In 
!  order  to  provide  continuous  watchful- 
ness for  signals  of  distress.  Safeguards 
for  quick  communication  between  the 
bridges  of  steamers  and  the  wireless 
operating  room  are  also  provided,  if 
•JKeej^plhe  ship  should  derange  the 
machinery,  provision  is  made  for  auxil- 
iary machinery  to  continue  the  wireless 
in  operation, V^Tl^BH 

The  country  has  been  divided  Into 
nine  districts  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
jtM  out  the  supervision,  the  divisional 
iiiartcrs  being  Boston,  New  York, 
more,  Savannah,  new  Orleans,  San 
Francisco,  Seattle,  Cleveland  and  Chi- 
cago. 

The  Government  Inspectors  are  re- 
quired to  visit  the  shore  stations  and 
ships  and  to  report  upon  the  equipment 
and  efficiency  of  the  instruments. 
These  reports  are  to  bo  made  the  basis 
of  licenses  Issued  by  the' Government. 
No  station  or  ship  will  he  permitted  to 
operate  a  wireless  plant  without  such 
license.  Wireless  operators  also  must 
bo    licensed. ' 

Under  the  new  system  some  naval 
Stations  on  the  South  Atlantic  Coast 
and  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  the  army 
stations  in  Alaska,  where  there  are  no 
commercial  stations,  will  be  open  for 
general    business. 

The  new  law"  wa^  framed  shortly 
after  the  Titanic  disaster,  and  one  of 
its  provisions  gives  a  rlsht  of  way  for 
distress   signals   as    follows: 

"All  stations  are  required  to  give 
absolute  priority  to  signalH  and  radio- 
grams relating  te  ships  in  distress;  to 
cease  all  sending  on  hearing  a  distress 
signal:  and,  except  when  engaged  in 
answering  or  aTdlng  the  ship  In  dis- 
tress, to  refrain  from  sending  until  all 
signals  relating  to  the  distress  call  are 
completed."

SEOUL,  Corea,  Dec.  16. — Two  weeks 
have  elapsed  since  the  beginning  of  the 
trial  of  106  Coreans  charged  with  con- 
spiring against  the  life  of  Count  Tera- 
uchi,  the  Japanese  Governor-General, 
and*  only  half  the  prisoners  have  under- 
gone direct  examination  by  Judge  Zu- 
zuki.  The  rules  of  procedure  require 
that  this  examination  be  based  strictly 
upon  the  dossier  handed  In  by  tho  pub- 
lic procurator,  which  gives  the  results 
of    the    police,    examinations. 

The  Court  continues  to  allow  the 
prisoners  the  greatest  latitude.  The 
long  stories  they  tell  of  terrible  hard- 
ships at  the  hands  of  the  police  during 
their  preliminary  examinations  run  un- 
checked and  increase  dally  in  harrow- 
ing detail  notwithstanding  the  protests 
of  the  defendants'  counsel.  These  In 
open  court  urge  their  clients  not  to 
dwell  upon  the  stories,  which,  they 
maintain,  challenge  belief  and  are  like- 
ly to  prove  ineffective.  The  defend- 
ants are  advised  to  produce  material 
evidence,  alibis  and  documents  which 
can  he  used  by  their  counsel  with  some 
effect. 

The  prisoners  hear  one  another  tes- 
tify and  when  some  new  detail  of  tor- 
ture Is  related  by  one,  it  is  ropsated 
generally  by  others  on  successive  days, 
until  even  the  Judge  sometimes  sug- 
gests   greater    conciseness. 

Among  the  witnesses  whose  presence 
has  been  demanded  by  counsel  for  th"1 
defence  are  several  American  mission- 
aries, the  police  Inspector  and  his  as- 
sistants. Judge  Zuzuki  has  promised 
that  he  will  conduct  a  searching  ex- 
amination   of   all    evidence   presented. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  trial  has 
not  presented  the  slightest  Indication 
of  prejudice  against  the  Christian 
movement.

Reading  Stock  Turns  Strong  on 
Favorable  Judgment  in  An- 
thracite Case — Other  Stocks 
Follow  Its  Lead 


iVKW  YORK,  Dec.  16.— From  tho  <le- 
rl.Mion  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  in  the  Anthracite  ca«e,  the  stork 
murket  today  received  b  stimulus  which 
resulted  !n  un  upward  movement.  Head- 
ing, by  reason  of  the  direct  bearing  of 
tlie  decision  upon  that  stock,  displaced 
1'  P.  as  tiie  chief  feature  of  the  market, 
and  Its  wide  fluctuations,  covering'  a 
range  of  nearly  ten  points,  furnished 
the   motive  pawer.        HB^^SKw^^S^ 

Reading  lost  five  points  In/the  morn- 
ing- on  heavy  selling,  during  the  course 
of  which  the  leading  Issues,  with  the 
exception  of  Union  Pacific,  reported 
new  low  points  for  the  movement:  ,W1^ 
rccbllectlons  still  fresh  of  the  upheaval 
which  followed  the  rendition  of  the 
Harriman  merger  decision,  the  market 
was  apprehensive  of  the  further  import- 
ant derisions  which  might  be  rendered 
today.  Bears  found  tho  list  susceptible 
to  pressure,  and  were  aided  in  their 
operations  by  further  liquidation  on  the 
part  of  out-of-town  holders.  The  cop-
